Taylor County School District 
has taken a step toward having 
iPads for all of its students. 

Taylor County School Board 
members have agreed to pur¬ 
chase 860 iPads for $500,000.

Roonie Dooley wears a lot of hats. And 
he is now taking one off. 

Dooley, assistant supervisor at the 
Campbellsville/Taylor County E-911 Cen¬ 
ter, will retire from his position at the end 
of the month after nearly 40 years on the 
job. 

In addition to the E-911 post, Dooley 
serves as a chaplain for Taylor County

In an email to several community mem¬ 
bers last Thursday, Dooley wrote, “After 
34 years of taking emergency calls and 
handling emergency situations, I feel like 
the Lord is leading me in another direc¬ 
tion.

State to use new driver’s license security features 



New license transition 
begins this month 

In August Kentucky 
begins a transition to a new 
driver’s license that, while 
similar in appearance to 
current licenses, contains 
security features for great¬ 
er protection of privacy and 
resistance to tampering. 

“The new licenses are 
the manifestation of Ken¬ 
tucky’s efforts to improve 
the level of service pro¬ 
vided to our customers, in 
addition to securing a cre¬ 
dential Kentuckians use 
each day,” Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
Department of Vehicle 
Regulation Commissioner 
Tom Zawacki said. 

“It was already time to 
replace the cameras and 
computer equipment — 
most of it is more than 10 
years old — that our circuit 
court clerks use in issuing 
driver’s licenses,” Zawacki 
said. “That made it an ideal 
time to also make this tran¬ 
sition to a new license.” The 
new license has multiple 
layers of security features, 
all linked to each other, so 
counterfeiters must com¬ 
promise multiple technolo¬ 
gies— not just one. 

The new features include: 

• Digital watermark 
imperceptible to the 
human eye 


• Bank note-level fine 
line printing 

• Improved dual-side 
lamination for greater 
tamper resistance and 
durability 

• Hologram with single¬ 
color, ultraviolet “ghost” 
image 

Kentucky last updated 
driver’s licenses in 2001, 
with the introduction of 
digital licenses. The new 
format offered improved 
security. Kentucky was 
the first state to put the 
driver’s image in the bar 
code on the back of the 
license. With the next 
stage of Kentucky’s driv¬ 
er’s license, those security 
measures will be tight¬ 


ened to provide even 
greater resistance to 
fraud. 

Installation of new cam¬ 
eras and computer equip¬ 
ment will require a one- 
day suspension of driver’s 
license processing at each 
circuit court clerk’s 
office. 

Installations are sched¬ 
uled to begin in August 
and be completed by Octo¬ 
ber. 

Starting in the fall, new 
licenses will also feature 
veteran and organ donor 
designations. 

Customers are not 
required to obtain new 
licenses until their cur¬ 
rent licenses expire. The 


process for obtaining or 
renewing a driver license 
will not change. The cost 
of $20 will also remain the 
same. More information 
and answers to some fre¬ 
quently asked questions 
can be found on KYTC’s 
website at transportation.

MorphoTrust USA,

CRP Participants May Request Authorization to Conduct 
Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP Acres 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announces the opportunity for Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) participants to 
request authorization to conduct emergency haying or grazing on specific CRP acres. Eligible producers who are interested in 
applying for approval to conduct Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP land located in Kentucky must request and obtain 
individual written approval from FSA before any haying or grazing starts. Participants will be assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental payment for the acres actually hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants are required to submit a request to FSA and obtain a modified conservation plan to hay and/or 
graze under emergency provisions. The same acres may not be hayed and grazed under the same emergency designation. 
Emergency haying or grazing is not allowed within 120 feet of any stream or water body. Specified portions of each field or 
contiguous fields must be left or grazed with limited stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing is restricted to specific practices that are 12 months past being determined as fully established by 
the agency. Participants shall not start any haying or grazing activity until individual written approval is received for the CRP 
contract request. Approved haying authorization will end not later than August 31st. Approved grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30th. 

To take advantage of the emergency haying and grazing provisions, approved participants can use the CRP acreage for their 
own livestock or may grant another livestock producer use of the CRP acreage for the purpose of haying or grazing. 

For more information and to request approval for emergency haying or grazing of CRP acres, contact the local FSA Service 
Center that administers the CRP contract. 

Opportunity for Continuous CRP Enrollment of Highly Erodible Cropland 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announced that continuous sign-up for the Highly Erodible Land (HEL) Initiative under 
the Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) started on July 23,2012. Kentucky received a total allocation of 39,400 acres to 
enroll in the HELI CRP program. Offers will be accepted until either the state acreage allocation limit is reached or September 
30,2012 whichever occurs first. 

This initiative will accept offers with an erosion rate of at least 20 tons per acre per year for new cropland or CRP acres that 
expire on September 30, 2012; however, existing grass stands that are not considered expiring CRP will not be considered 
eligible for enrollment. Eligible cropland must also have a history of being cropped 4 out of 6 years, 2002 through 2007. 
Eligible CRP contracts set to expire on September 30, 2012, may be offered for consideration and approved contracts will 
become effective October 1,2012. The contract duration is also 10 years.

Campbellsville’s Dale

Phelps’ dominance stirs 


M ichael Phelps’ fabulous showing 
at the 2012 Olympics put this old 
thinker to work on who were, 
are or might be the greatest athletes in 
all of the sports. 

Since we’re talking of Phelps, let’s start 
with swimming. How could anyone 
match Phelps’ 22 medals in 24 events at 
four Olympics? (He only swam the 200 
butterfly in 2000 and did not medal.) 

His 18 golds (six in 2004, eight in 2008 
and four in 2012) plus two silvers (in 
2012) and two bronzes (in 2004) are 
marks that probably won’t be broken in 
our lifetime. 

But, I said the same thing when Mark 
Spitz captured seven gold medals in 1972. 
Spitz finished with nine golds and 11 total 
medals. 

In women’s swimming, “Madam Butter¬ 
fly”, Mary T. Meagher, has Kentuckians’ 
hearts with her dominance in the 100- and 
200-meter butterflies. 

However, the 1980 U.S. boycott of the 
Olympics, when Meagher was 15, cost her 
a chance to earn more than the three gold 
medals she achieved at the 1984 games 
and the bronze she got in 1988. 

But, the greatest United States women’s 
swimmer ever is probably Tracy Caulkins, 
who at one time held world records in all 
four individual strokes plus the individual 
medley. 

Carl Lewis probably doesn’t want to

hear this, but Usain Bolt of Jamaica is 
probably the greatest male sprinter of all 
time. 

Winning back-to-back 100- and 200- 
meter gold medals and also anchoring the 
4x100-meter relay squad to another world 
record puts the 6-5 Bolt above all sprint¬ 
ers. 

Bruce Jenner, before the reality show, 
deserves special mention as a great all- 
around athlete with his performance in 
the decathlon at the 1976 Olympics. 

Jackie Joyner-Kersee probably lays 
acclaim as the greatest women’s trackster 
with her six medals (three gold, a silver 
and two bronze) over three Olympics. 

Men’s tennis seems to go in cycles with 
Rod Laver, Jimmy Connors, John McEn¬ 
roe, Bjorn Borg, Andre Agassi, Pete Sam¬ 
pras and Ivan Lendl all having their day 
at the top. 

Lendl probably is No. 1, but the best two 
may still be currently playing in Roger 
Federer and Rafael Nadal. 

In women’s tennis, Martina Navratilova 


up all-time greatest talk 


still ranks near the top just ahead of 
Steffi Graf and Chris Evert with the Wil¬ 
liams’ sisters (Serena and Venus) still 
having some ground to make up. 

I know Jack Nicklaus won 18 major golf 
tournaments and Arnold Palmer was 
great, but no stretch can be matched with 
what Tiger Woods did in men’s golf and 
Annika Sorenstam is in a class by herself 
in women’s golf. 

This column has be a prejudiced one, so 
Babe Ruth still stands in this one’s mind 
as the greatest baseball player of all time. 
Check his statistics when you’ve got an 
hour or two. Who else could hit 714 home 
runs and also be the winning pitcher in 94 
games with a 2.28 earned run average? 
Hank Aaron, Pete Rose, Ty Cobb, Nolan 
Ryan, Cy Young and Walter Johnson were 
great ones and Barry Bonds had enough 
statistics to be in the Hall of Fame before 
any subsequent steroid use. 

Michael Jordan’s NBA championships 
rank him near the top in men’s basketball, 
but one could not go wrong with Wilt 
Chamberlain, Bill Russell, Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar, Jerry West, Elgin Baylor and 
Oscar Robertson. That is before LeBron 
James, Kobe Bryant and Kevin Durant 
notch more championship titles to their 
belts. (Also, another tidbit, Bill Walton 
was the greatest men’s collegiate basket¬ 
ball player.) 

In women’s basketball, Cheryl Miller 


did it in college and in the WNBA just to 
edge the likes of Rebecca Lobo, Chamique 
Holdsclaw, Candace Parker and Diana 
Taurasi as the top female hoopster. 

Jim Brown is still the best running back 
I’ve ever seen, although Gale Sayers and 
Walter Payton were game-changers and 
Joe Montana, Jerry Rice, Johnny Unitas 
and Bart Starr didn’t have to take a back 
seat to anyone. 

Wayne Gretzky has surpassed the great¬ 
ness of the Bobby Orr, Stan Mikita and 
Bobby Hull phase as the top hockey per¬ 
former. 

David Beckham may get the press now¬ 
adays, but Pele’ (Edson Arantes do Nasci- 
mento) is still probably the best men’s 
soccer performer of all time. 

The best women’s soccer player is Mia 
Hamm, but it was Brandi Chastain who 
removed her shirt when the Americans 
won the 1999 World Cup over China. 

Richard Petty, despite not going against 
today’s competition, won 200 NASCAR 
races, but has there ever been a better 
driver than Dale Earnhardt Sr.? However, 
Jimmie Johnson is getting closer and 
closer to that distinction. 

The southpaw Earl Anthony, dominant 
in the 1980s, wears the top bowler of all- 
time cap although Chris Barnes could 
reach the plateau. And, yes, Olga Korbut 
is the best gymnast ever. 

Now, who all has been left out?

cations and any number of 
books. 

'‘That’s only a third of 
what we need,” he said. 
“It’s a start.” 

Cook said the District 
will use money from a 
combination of sources to 
purchase the iPads, most 
of which will come from its 
general fund. He said some 
technology funding will be 
used and the District will 
pursue some grants. 

“Yes, we can afford it,” 
he said. “Actually, we can¬ 
not afford to [not] do it. We 
must help our students 
become 21st century ready 
so they can compete in a 
global market.” 

Cook said the iPads will 
be used first at TCHS, with 
its technology funneling 
down to Taylor County 
Middle School and Taylor 
County Elementary 
School. 

There are about 900 stu¬ 
dents at TCHS. Cook said 
the school has already pur¬ 
chased about 100 iPads. 
With the addition of 860, 
Cook said, all TCHS stu¬ 
dents should have access 
to an iPad. 

And the District is work¬ 
ing on a program that 
would allow students to 
take an iPad home with 
them, with their parents 
paying a state contract 
price of $200 to lease one 
for the school year. 

Cook said teaching with 
technology today has 
become common. 

“It’s the creative, innova¬ 
tive way to teach,” he said. 
“We’re really excited.” 

Cook said teachers who 
will prove that they will 
use iPads every day will 
be given them. Teachers 
not planning on using them 
everyday won’t receive 
them. 

He said all students, how¬ 
ever, will have access to 
technology. 

“We’re not gonna deny 
any child access to the 
technology they need to 
learn.” 

The iPads will be deliv¬ 
ered in about a month, he 
said. As they become out¬ 
dated, they will either be 
sold back to Apple or par¬ 
ents could be given the 
opportunity to purchase 


them. Cook said this plan 
hasn’t been finalized. 

Cook said the District 
hopes that all of its stu¬ 
dents will use technology 
at school, either by bring¬ 
ing their own devices, 
which they can do now, or 
by using the school’s. 
Those students who bring 
their own technological 
devices to school won’t 
receive an iPad from the 
District. 

Cook said the iPads will 
be used to access text¬ 
books, gather information 
via the Internet and learn 
from many educational 
applications, many of 
which are free. 

He says students seem to 
love using technology in 
the classroom. “Students 
love being challenged and 
don’t like to be lectured to 
all the time. Students are 
used to using technology 
and love it,” he said. 

Cook said students seem 
to love using electronic 
books. As such, he said, 
the District has more than 
doubled its e-book check 
out and reading statistics. 

“I am excited that this 
technology is going to put 
us one step closer to our 
ultimate goal of becoming 
student individualized 
instruction 100 percent,” 
he said. “In our perfor¬ 
mance based model, stu¬ 
dents need to be able to 
learn at their pace, not the 
pace of the teacher.” 

TCHS Principal Charles 
Higdon Jr. said he is 
ecstatic that the Board 
decided to purchase the 
iPads and believes stu¬ 
dents will be, too. He said 
information will be given 
to students, parents and 
staff members soon. 

“I am confident our stu¬ 
dents will be extremely 
motivated and apprecia¬ 
tive of the enormous 
investment toward their 
futures.”

ducted at another lab. 
Results from those tests, 
he said, could take from 
six to eight weeks. 

TRH staff members noti¬ 
fied law enforcement of 
the death after they found 
evidence that concerned 
them, Hazlette said.
